New Business 


Town Manager Chapdelaine stated that the Town's first gun buyback event which took place on Saturday, 

September 28th, received 80 firearms. The firearms collected included several rifles, shotguns, pistols, 
ammunition and two assault rifles. The Arlington Police Department, Calvary Church United Methodist, Park Avenue 
Congregational Church, Trinity Baptist Church and First Parish Unitarian Universalist Church organized this Gun 
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Town Manager Chapdelaine reported voters last November approved a ballot referendum that legalized marijuana 
for medical use, but left it to the State Health Departmentto use regulations that would implementthe law. Those 
rules were released last May and the department has gone 

through a list of 180 applications for registered marijuana dispensaries to135. At this time the Health Department 
did not receive any applications from Arlington. 

Town Manager Chapdelaine announced that the Planning Department underthe direction ofTed Fields was having 
an "Incubation Session- sowing the seeds for business growth in Arlington" on Wednesday October 16, 2013 from 
10:00 a.m. -12 Noon, to be held in the Selectmen's Hearing Room. 

Town Manager Chapdelaine informed the Board that the search for Town Counsel is continuing 

and it has been narrowed down to ten candidates. When the committee has interview all candidates they will 

recommend four candidates to the Town Manager. Hopefully, we will have 

a new Town Counsel on staff in November. 

Selectman Mahon asked the Town Manager if he could report back to the Board as to the status of the Salary 
Comprehensive Study. 

Selectman Mahon asked the Town Managerwhen the letterto DCR will be sent. She stated she is very frustrated at 
this point and wants the Town's requestfor maintenance of the Greenway to be met. 

Selectman Mahon reported that the Arlington High School Football Team is now 3-0. This weekend they beat 
Reading who had not lost a game to Arlington in five years. She congratulated the Coach and players. 

Mr. Curro thanked Mrs. Krepelka and the Town DayCommittee for another successful Town Day. Mr, Curro also 
thanked Mrs. Krepelka and the Uncle Sam Committee for their hard work in having The Uncle Sam Plaza 
Celebration. Mr. Curro reported that the ATED 

Booth is now waiting for bids to come in and hopefully will be constructed soon. 

Mr. Curro stated that the Youth Health & Safety Coalition did not receive a 

grant this year. The Police Dept, has agreed to continue the pharmaceutical drop off at the Police Station. Mr. Curro 
also stated the alcohol compliance checks are funded through that grant. 

Mr. Curro stated thaton Sunday he attend the dedication of the Bill Shea Memorial Libraryatthe new Thompson 
School. Mr. Curro stated it was a wonderful event, and he is grateful for the generosityof donors that contributed 
over $100,000 to the "Books for Bill" fund. 

Mr. Byrne stated that Mr. Curro, Mrs. Mahon, the Town Manager and Mrs. Krepelka attended the Annual Fire 

Department Retirement Party on Saturday night. It was a great night and the 

three firefighters and dispatcher will be sorely missed. He wishes them well in their retirement. 

Mr. Byrne stated that St. Agnes School will be celebrating their 125th Anniversary and he will be asking thata 
Proclamation be presented in their honor. 

Mr. Byrne also thanked Mrs. Krepelka, the Selectmen staff and Town DayCommittee for another great Town Day. 

He attended Friday night's celebration and also Town Day. He feels 

at this time that this celebration is getting bigger and bigger each year, and it has become almost a full time project 
for the Selectmen staff. He would like to have an informal conversation with the Selectmen's staff and Town 
Manager to see what we can do different for next year. 

Mrs. Mahon agreed with Mr. Byrne's suggestion and stated she realizes the work involved having been co-chair in 
the pastand will help in anywayshe can. 
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Mr. Dunn stated that on Monday, October 7th, at 6:00 p.m. there will be a Budget Revenue Task Force Meeting to be 
held in the Selectmen's Hearing Room.
